


Reform MP Myron 
Thompson is raising questions 
about the validity of a provin¬ 
cial poll which show's 64 per¬ 
cent of Albertans favor the 
federal government’s plan for 
gun registration 

In an interview from Mani¬ 
toba where Thompson is cur¬ 
rently on a speaking tour, 
Thompson said the poll’s re¬ 
sults don’t match the senti¬ 
ments his party is hearing 
“We’ve got over 5000 let¬ 
ters on this issue and only one 
out of every 100 supports 
tighter control,” he said 
“We’ve also had many town 
hall meetings and if there are 
any supporters of tighter gun 
control out there, they’re sure 
being quiet ” 

The poll, conducted by 
Enviromcs for the provincial 
justice department, said 64 
percent of Albertans are in 
favor of mandatory gun regis¬ 
tration for hunting and rec¬ 
reational firearms A federal 
poll conducted earlier showed 
Albertans favored the plan by 
72 percent 

The poll showed women 
were in favor of registration 
by 79 percent while support 
amongst men dropped to 49 
percent 

Thompson said he really 
couldn’t make any further 
comment on the poll until he 
had seen it, but said he was 
having difficulty getting the

Premier Ralph Klein made his feelings 
clear about the separatist issue facing Que¬ 
bec - he thinks the province should stay 
Answering a question from the audience 
during a dinner in his honor organized by 
the Olds/Didsbury PC Association in Olds 
last week, Klein said he believes Quebec 
can forge their own place in Canada under 
existing federal law 

“For example, Alberta has undergone 
some very dramatic changes under the 
existing federal structure,” he said “We’ve 


shown how we can overhaul our educa¬ 
tion system, our health system and our 
welfare system all under the existing 
framework And we have been able to 
develop our own natural resources I think 
Quebec can do that to if that is what they 
want.” 

Klein said he also appreciated the 
unique cultural identity Quebec brought 
to Canada and was greeted by cheers 
from the audience 

“ I like Quebec, I think it is a very 
pretty, unique province just like all Al¬ 
berta and just like all the other provinces 
in this country ”

A capacity crowd at Olds Col¬ 
lege gave Alberta Premier Ralph 
Klein a warm welcome last week 
when he attended the local PC 
constituency’s annual dinner for 
Roy Brassard 

Approximately 415 guest paid 
$25 a ticket to enjoy dinner and 
conversation with Brassard. 
Klein and several other Con¬ 
servative MLAs including 
Stockwell Day, Minister of Labor 
and Jack Ady, Minister of Ad¬ 
vanced Education 

The guests enjoyed a cocktail 
hour before dinner, during which 
Klein shook hands and talked 
with several supporters and a 
silent auction alter dinner hosted 
by Day, a former auctioneer 
But the highl ight of the evening 
for the guests was the Premier’s 
speech After chastising the 
press, most specifically the Cal¬ 
gary' Herald, for what he called 
unrealistic reporting. Klein went 
on to talk about how he and his 
government have managed to 
keep the promises they made 
before they were elected 

Klein said Albertans were tell¬ 
ing the government to reduce 
spending when he first ran for 
provincial office in 1989, under 
the leadership of Don Getty 
“And under the leadership of 
Mr Getty, the government be¬ 
gan a spending program to help 
out the campaign that went on 
for about two weeks and 1 sug¬

gest that if it had gone on for 
another week, we would have 
lost that election ” 

Klein said he realized then 
that Alberta had a spending prob¬ 
lem and he wanted to do some¬ 
thing about it 

He reminded the guests about 
legislation he put in place which 
forces government to get rid of 


their deficits. 

“We can’t quite figure out 
how we arc going to punish our¬ 
selves if we don’t do it,” Klein 
said “But you’re the bosses If 
we don’t do it, fire us If we don’t 
do it, we haven’t only broken our 
political promise, we have bro¬ 
ken the law and we deserve to 
have our butts kicked out ” 


The Premier likened his defi¬ 
cit cutting program to a home 
renovation and promised 
Albertans would be pleased with 
the final results He called the 
sale of the liquor stores a success 
and said his government will be 
looking into other government 
agencies w hich can be pnvatized

Members of the newly named 
Chinook’s Edge Regional Divison 
board voted themselves a raise at 
their last meeting, setting new per 
diem and mileage rates 

Trustees will be paid $140 per 
diem rate, an increase of $25 for 
Red Deer members and $27 for 
Mountain View members Mem¬ 
bers of the Mountain View school 
board were paid a $ 113 per diem 
and Red Deer board members got 
$115. 

The Mountain View members 
will have to settle for less money for 
mileage under the new board de¬ 
spite having to travel farther Pre¬ 
viously collecting $ 30 per 
kilometer, they will now only be 
paid $ 28, the same rate Red Deer 
trustees had been receiving 

But while Chinook’s Edge trus¬ 
tees were quick to agree on the per 
diem and mileage rates, there was

While some trustees felt paying 
out the monthly allowance for mis¬ 
cellaneous expenses was w isc, oth¬

The cost reduction is the result 
of a surplus supply of natural gas on 
the market due toa surge ofdrilling 
activity in Alberta's gas fields over 
the past year and a decreased de¬ 
mand for natural gas due to milder 
weather Lower purchasing prices 
at the distributer level are being 
passed on to the consumer under 
the scrutiny and authority of the 
PUB. 

An average Canadian Western 
residential customer who uses 150 
GJs of natural gas w ill pay approxi¬ 
mately $76 less for natural gas in 
1995 than in 1994 

Individual savi ngs w ill vary from 
customer to customer, Kraus- 
Hagerman said, depending on the 
weather, market circumstances and 
individual customer usage 


A reduction in Canadian West¬ 
ern Natural Gas rates effective Feb¬ 
ruary 1 will mean further savings 
for Albertans who already pay the 
lowest rates for natural gas service 
in North America 

The ‘Alberta Public Utilities 
Board approved Canadian West¬ 
ern’s application to decrease the 
cost of natural gas by 80 9 cents per 
gigajoulcon January 30. While the 
new rate will be adjusted again on 
April first, corporate spokesper¬ 
sons are forecasting continued sav¬ 
ings even after the switch over to 
summer rates

for Canadian Western said, “We 
told our customers back in 1993

Allegations from an Olds busi¬ 
ness owner that' Olds/Didsbury 
MLA Roy Brassard misused tax¬ 
payers’ funds to purchase personal 
tickets to an upcoming fundraiser 
are false, according to the MLA 

Brassard said allegations that 
he purchased eight tickets to the 
upcoming minihoops basketball 
game to benefits STARS, which he 
planned to give to his grandchil¬ 
dren is a misreprentation of the 
truth 

Pat Proulx, owner of Olds Taxi 
Serv ice, alleged Brassard had used 
his office to purchase the tickets, at 
a price of $80, and that he planned 
to give the tickets to his family But 
Brassard said Proulx was way off 


base on the allegation 

“This is a fundraising effort 
which I feel is worthwhile and I 
wanted to support it,’’ he said “I 
often do that through advertising, 
just as 1 did for such things as the 
Centennial Cup.” 

Brassard said with the support¬ 
ing ad, which will be placed in the 
event's brochure, he was given eight 
tickets 

“When that kind of thing hap¬ 
pens. 1 always give the tickets away 
to constituents,” Brassard said 
“Generally 1 like to go over to the 
Mountain View Association for the 
Mentally handicapped and give 
them away there.” 

Brassard said he never purchases 
personal tickets through his office 
and was upset by the allegation

Installation of upgrading soft¬ 
ware for switching equipment in 
Airdrie is being blamed for a glitch 
which shut down telephone service 
in central Alberta last week 
Jamie McNaul, spokesperson for 
AGT. said crews were installing 
software to upgrade the equipment 
at the switch in Airdrie about 2 am 
on January 31 They didn’t realize 
the problem until around Sam when 
customers called to complain about 
difficulties getting a dial tone 
McNaul said the disruption in 


service occured in 10 areas around 
Airdrie, reachingfromlrricanaand 
Elnora north to Olds and Three 
Hills 

Crews managed to fix the prob¬ 
lem by 10:30 am and telephone 
service was returned to normal 
McNaul said disruption of serv¬ 
ice has been very rare in AGT’s 
history of service in Alberta 
“Our network is one of the most 
rcl iablc in North America, ” he said 
‘ ‘This disruption was relatively mi¬ 
nor and I can’t think of another 
time w hen even something of this 
magnitude has happened ”

The latest round of deficit cutting has finally come from 
those who can afford it rather than those who have no means 
of replacing the lost funding, namely seniors, students and 
welfare recipients 

Taking government funding and support away from busi¬ 
ness makes sense since you say your deficit banishing act will 
only help them profit in the long term anyway 

It is just unfortunate this round didn’t come first Taking 
away economic development support (which only really helps 
large businesses in general anyways) and tourism support 
would have given hospitals and school boards time to set up 
the community based support your government feels is the key 
to better service. Giving these institutions that time would 
have gone a long way to helping reduce the amount of 
confusion that currently exists Hospitals would have the time 
to ensure public health safety despite fewer beds, less equip¬ 
ment and smaller staffs School boards might have a better 
idea whose responsibility is which in conjunction with the 
Parent Advisory Committees the province has mandated 
Currently, at least in the new Chinook’s Edge Regional 
Division, no one is sure what these PACs are supposed to do 
and even the school board is having a difficult time keeping up 
with what they are supposed to do to merge jurisdictions, 
never mind ensuring quality education for their students over 
the long term And in both the regional school board's and 
regional health authority’s case, some provincial legislation 
has yet to be introduced It makes you wonder what kind of 
mistakes will be occuring while the mess is sorted out. 

Now the province has decided to get out of supporting 
corporate public relations Philosophically that helps even the 
balance that is supposed to exist between free enterprise and 
social welfare in our unique concept of Canadian democracy 

Now we just need to remember this lesson as the deficit 
reduction plan continues You have promised to take care of 
those who need it the most, Mr Premier, so please try to 
remember the faces of the elderly and the students and the 
roles of the important institutions in our society over the black 
ink of private industry when you start looking for places to cut 
again

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Enforcing legislation a better Idea 


Dear Editor: 

The federal government's pro¬ 
posed Firearms Control Program 
has certainly made gun control one 
of the most talked about issues in 
Alberta today. So far, Alberta Jus¬ 
tice Minister Brian Evans has only 
heightened an already emotional 
debate with his irrational calls for 
the use of the "notwithstanding" 
clause in the Canadian Charter. 

The Alberta Liberal Caucus has 
chosen to take a different approach. 
We are presenting what we believe 
is a common sense position on the 
issue. It is based on the premise that 
criminals, not law abiding citizens, 
must be the focus of gun control. 


Like most Canadians, includ¬ 
ing gun owners, we want to feel 
safe in our communities. We sup¬ 
port increasing the sentences for 
those who commit crimes using 
guns. Criminals must realize that 
any crime is unacceptable and the 
use of a gun while committing a 
crime will not be tolerated. Tougher 
measures to deal with the smug¬ 
gling of guns into Canada and 
tougher penalties for the criminal 
use of guns are positive and essen¬ 
tial steps that should be imple¬ 
mented as quickly as possible. Im¬ 
proved enforcement of existing fire¬ 
arm legislation should be priority. 

The Alberta Liberal Caucus op¬ 


poses the implementation of a Na¬ 
tional Firearms Registry that re¬ 
quires the registration of all guns. 
We seriously question the impact it 
would have on reducing gun re¬ 
lated crimes. There is no over¬ 
whelming evidence to prove that 
this will reduce gun related crime 
and at the same time the Registry 
will increase the financial and bu¬ 
reaucratic burden for responsible 
and law abiding gun owners. 

Mr. Evans has shown that there 
is a great gap between his words 
and his actions. He continues to 
accuse the federal government of 
failing to focus on the criminal use 
of guns despite the fact that many 


of Allan Rock's proposals would 
only apply to criminals who use 
guns. Mr. Evans has the authority, 
under sections 85, 86 & 87 of the 
Criminal Code, to get tough with 
criminals who use guns. Yet he 
fails to do so. 

It is ironic that this "get tough 
on crime" government has initi¬ 
ated cuts of nearly 50 percent to 
policing grants, seriously jeopard¬ 
izing highly effective community 
policing programs. Mr. Evans 
should direct Alberta's Crown Pros¬ 
ecutors to seek longer sentences for 
those who use guns while commit¬ 
ting an indictable offence as pro¬ 
vided for under section 85 of the 


Criminal Code. Presently these 
additional sentences of up to 14 
years for gun related charges are 
often plea bargained away or served 
concurrently. He should be as con¬ 
cerned with preventing crime in 
Alberta as he is with commenting 
on federal issues.

The last thing a person wants to 
worry about when in need of emer¬ 
gency health care is how much it is 
going to cost Yet, these days, cost 
should be a very real concern for 
Albertans 

Recently, two of my constitu¬ 
ents endured this type of stress In 
each case, members of the family 
were enjoying a ski holiday in Jas¬ 
per when the unexpected happened 
An accident occurred resulting in 
injury Both were transferred to the 
nearest hospital and treatment pro¬ 
ceeded, however, it was later estab¬ 
lished that the necessary treatment 
could not be given in Jasper and the 
patients had to be transferred to the 
Royal Alex and the University hos¬ 
pital, both major health care facili- 


These patients, however, were 
never fully admitted to the hospital 
in Jasper and so the ambulance trip 
to the Edmonton hospitals became 
the responsibility of the patients 
and their family If they had been 
admitted into the hospital system, 
the ambulance bills would have 
been the responsibility of the trans¬ 
ferring hospital It seems to me that 
something so seemingly irrelevant 
- paperwork - is creating a lot of 
unnecessary grief In both of the 
cases reported to my office, the 
families are facing an ambulance 
bill of over $2000. 

These scenarios leave me with 
two major questions: firstly, why is 
the patient being penalized finan¬ 
cially because the hospital where 


treatment was initially sought was 
incapable of ensuring that the pa¬ 
tient's needs were met? Secondly, 
is an inordinate amount of pressure 
being placed on the physician in 
these cases to not admit the patient 
into acute care due to budget con¬ 
straints? 

The very real travesty is that this 
could happen to anyone without 
warning and unfortunately those 
who can't afford insurance will be 
facing unexpected bills This rep¬ 
resents yet another example of ill- 
conceived changes to the Alberta 
health care system being lauded by 
Premier Klein. It is also a situation 
that reminds me of similar difficul¬ 
ties experienced by people living in 
the United States The only differ¬ 
ence is in the U S these people are 


victims of a government that won't 
consider accessible health care, 
while in this province the patients 
are victims of a government dis¬ 
mantling accessibility to health 
care 

Quite plainly, it is not supposed 
to be like this. It is obvious the 
changes to the Alberta health care 
system have been done in a haphaz¬ 
ard, unsafe manner Ambulance 
service in this province must be¬ 
come an integral part of the health 
care delivery system and be pro¬ 
vided in an effective, efficient and 
caring manner. Protocol must be in 
place to clearly and concisely de¬ 
fine when a patient is admitted into 
the acute care system and ultimately 
the transfers with in that system. 
Provincial legislation and regula¬ 


tions must be put in place to remove 
the present artificial ambulance 
boundary lines, ensuring that am¬ 
bulance service becomes an inte¬ 
gral part of and governed by our 
health care system. Only then will 
we see a credible system that cares 
for the patient 

In short, the delivery of good 
ambulance service in this province 
is not a luxury and taxi cabs are not 
ambulances It is time the provin¬ 
cial government started to under¬ 
stand this by making an overhaul of 
the current system a priority Until 
it does, consumers will be left com¬ 
pletely unprotected

Beating long days and low ~ 
blood sugar

The Recreation Therapy Depart¬ 
ment at the Mountain View Health 
Centre is going to the dogs 

One of those dogs is Lady, a 
greganous black labrador, the Cen¬ 
tre's ‘ house dog w ho 1 1 ves right on 
the premises and spends her days 
cheering and charming both pa¬ 
tients and visitors Resident June 
Grant said contact with animals 
perks up the spirits of their home 
‘ ‘ If you have a nice dog you’ll have 
a nice smile,” she said 

Recreation Therapist Kim 
Andres said the next phase of the 
ongoingPet Volunteer Program will 
incorporate more structure and in¬ 
creased volunteer involvement, of 
both the two and four legged type 

Loosely modeled after the Pals 
pet program used in Calgary hospi¬ 
tals, Didsbury s Pet Visitation Pro¬ 
gram has evolved with time 

“I’ve been here for four years, ’ ’ 
Andres said “For those four years 
we brought in our own pets, we 
kind of did it informally Last year 
we started a pet screening |pro¬ 
gram! That includes not only the 
screening of the pets, but the volun¬ 
teers as well ” 

Long term care residents and 
patients facing extended hospital 
stays look forward to the visits, 
which at this time involves only 
dogs and cats 

“|Retired veterinarian! Stan 
Bell helped us set up the program 
We went down and saw what they 
were doing in Calgary and we 
wanted to make our program more 
formal with guidelines and poli¬ 
cies It’s kind of exciting because 
we re really moving into creating a 
morchomelikeenvironment We’re 
going to be doing some construc¬ 
tion to make it look less like a 
facility and more like a home and 
we want to integrate pets as part of 
that ” 

While the experience offers 
many rewards, enlisting as a Pet 
Program Volunteer should not be 
taken without thoughtful consid¬ 
eration of what is expected The 
manual provided to participants 
describes the program as “unique 
and sometimes exciting” but re¬ 
minds volunteers that they “may 
be visiting with severely handi¬ 
capped people, with patients who 
have not responded to anything 
else for months or years, with peo¬ 
ple who have no relatives or friends 
to visit them |and| with children 
and adults suffering from crippling 
and disfiguring diseases Volun¬ 
teers in the PVP are not involved in 
a purely social visit They must be 


prepared, through their pets, to 
communicate with patients who 
may be withdrawn, disoriented or 
uncommunicative ” 

Upon acceptance, initial com¬ 
mitment usually involves two hour- 
long visits per month involving 
both pet and owner Those who 
wish to participate can get started 
by attending the screening session 
which begins at 1 pm February 11 
The screening process is designed 
to ensure pets chosen meet person¬ 
ality and behavior requirements 
While staff acknowledge that ani¬ 
mals can have “ off" days, thor¬ 
ough testing for oversensitive pets 
is conducted to detect possible prob¬ 
lems down the road 

“We do an evaluation of the 
animal's temperament,” Andres 
explained “Part of (the animals’) 
screening includes pinching their 
cars and tails, patting them on sen¬ 
sitive areas We observe that, to 
make sure there’s no growling 
Dogs can't jump up; cats can't 
[scratch! We screen them with 
wheelchairs, walkers and loud 
noises We make sure cats and dogs 
arc compatible with one another 
We talk to the volunteer as well, 
about why they want to volunteer 
(Once accepted! we ask that they 
visit twice a month We travel 
through the entire facility; we do all 
the units and occasionally we ll 
stop in acute care if we have some¬ 
one there [that could benefit by a 
visit| but basically it's for our long 
term care residents We know now 
which ones really like to visit with 
the animals and which would rather 
not.' ’ 

Program coordinators have re¬ 
searched studies which confirm 
physical improvement in patients 
exposed to friendly animals and 
credit the program with positives 
including increased physical and 
sensory stimulation 

“Animals have a special place 
in everyone’s heart They connect, 
there’s a reaction They’ll track 
[the animals) with their eyes,” 
Andres said 

Some of the benefits are intangi¬ 
ble but rewarding nonetheless 
“Many people, especially in the 
rural areas, have always had ani¬ 
mals in their lives,” Andres said 
’‘It seems to bring out responses in 
people that can’t communicate; 
sometimes tears of happiness or 
recognition, they’re obviously 
thinking of times past in their own 
life Seeing the reactions of the 
residents [proves) how valuable the 
program really is.”

What do long meetings and 
hypoglycemia (low blood sugars) 
have in common?

If you organize meetings, con¬ 
sider these healthy food options: 

- a baking basket with - whole 
grain muffins (medium sized pre¬ 
ferred), whole grain loaves (not too 
sweet), scones (medium sized pre¬ 
ferred), bagels or 

- a cracker, cheese and meat tray 
with - crackers with less than 3 g.

We appreciate the things 


The Way of life 


by Reverend John Orman 
St. Cyprian's Anglican Church 

Many denominations, but not 
all, now use a common lectionary 
What this means is that from church 
to church across Canada and across 
the world, those attending church 
may hear the same readings from 
the scriptures as those in other 
churches on that particular Sun¬ 
day While not all churches follow 
this pattern there is somethi ng pow ¬ 
erful, in my mind at least, to think 
that so much positive church co¬ 
operation exists and that so many 
people will be contemplating the 
same readings or thinking about 
sermons preachedon the same text 

This last Sunday. February 5th, 
the readings also included some¬ 
thing else which is unusual and 
that is common theme between the 
designated reading from the He¬ 
brew scriptures or Old Testament, 
the reading from the letter to 
Corinthians and on the reading from 
the gospel or Good News of Luke 

Each of these readings reminded 
people of how biblical people had 
struggled with their sense of God 
calling them to do something spe¬ 
cial In each case the people had 
realized their unworthincss and 
wondered how they could possibly 
respond to God's call 

The first reading from Isaiah 
(6:1-8) specifically relates Isaiah's 
call to the year in which an ancient 
king, King Uzz.iah died That is 
considered to be in the year 740 


B C. or 2735 years ago! (Those 
more than half way through their 
lives might remember what they 
were doing in February, 1952 when 
King George the sixth died and say 
"I remember the year of, w hatever, 
because the King died at the same 
time!") In Isaiah's case, he had a 
vision of God and then realized that 
he and the people around him were 
"a people of unclean lips" His reac¬ 
tion was that in God's eyes he was 
lost Then his vision included puri¬ 
fication toy a hot coal on the mouth 
and Isaiah felt that he was forgiven, 
so that when he sensed God asking 
the question, "Whom shall I Send?" 
Isaiah was able to respond, "Here 
am I! Send me " 

This reading from Isaiah is 
paired with the first letter of Paul to 
the Corinthians (15: 1 - 11). Paul 
was the greatest Christian mission¬ 
ary of all time, a prolific writer and 
traveller who was active for many 
years in the middle of the first 
century Paul admits in this pas¬ 
sage that he was "unfit to be called 
an apostle because I persecuted the 
church of God " What a transfor¬ 
mation occurred in Paul's life that 
from a position of being actively 
opposed to the early church, he 
became the greatest Christian mis¬ 
sionary Paul, like Isaiah before 
him, had a sense of unworthincss 
but also an incredible faith that, in 
his words, drove him to "work 
harder than any of them" It is 
another story of conversation, for¬ 
giveness and acknowledging and 


accepting God's call 

Finally in Luke's gospel there is 
the story of Jesus demonstrati ng his 
power in the every day life of some 
of the fisher folk by the lake of 
Gcnncsarct, also known as the Sea 
of Galilee Most people obtain con¬ 
fidence in their chosen occupation 
and often resent someone who 
comes along to tell a person how to 
do their job That is what Jesus did! 
Jesus climbed into Simon Peter's 
boat and said, "go into deep water 
and let your nets dow n for a catch " 
Peter was less thanenthusiatic, "we 
toiled all night and took nothing!" 
Peter must have sensed something 
powerful about Jesus even then be¬ 
cause he agreed to let down the nets

Getting into the agrifood business

From herbs and spices to flow¬ 
ers and nuts, special crop produc¬ 
tion is building a higher profile in 
the future of prairie farms. 

A new Special Crops Equip¬ 
ment Directory promises to help 
farmers get around the barrier of 
finding the specialized equipment 
needed to produce these and other 
special crops. The Prairie Agricul¬ 
tural Machinery Institute (PAMI) 
published the directory with sup¬ 
port from Saskatchewan Agricul¬ 
ture. 


The book contains over 1,000 
listings on special crops' equip¬ 
ment, and includes descriptions of 
equipment and contact informa¬ 
tion for manufacturers and dealers. 
Examples of unique equipment 
listed in the directory are blueberry 
harvesters and specialized vegeta¬ 
ble growing equipment. 

Dan Dyck of PAMl's Informa¬ 
tion Services said, "It is like a 'yel¬ 
low pages' for specialized equip¬ 
ment, saving producers time and 
monfy when looking for equip¬ 
ment." 


PAMI has also set up a compu¬ 
terized database and information 
retrieval system. Farmers can call 
PAMI and conduct a computer 
search with the help of a database 
operator. Files containing manu¬ 
facturer's brochures and detailed 
information are linked to the com¬ 
puter files. Producers can order 
copies of information on specific 
machines at a small cost. 

The directory and in-depth 
searching services are available at 
a small cost from PAMI by calling

The Bow Valley Rockies, who 
will play out of Canmore and Banff, 
were granted approval, in princi¬ 
ple, to join the Alberta Junior 
Hockey League for the 1995-96 
season at a January 29 meeting in 
Edmonton. 

Bow Valley's application was 
given unanimous approval, pend¬ 
ing payment of the league's $50,000 
expansion fee by June 1, by the 


board of governors from the nine 
AJHL teams. An application by 
Spruce Grove was not accepted 
because the governors decided that 
it was in the league's best interest 
not to expand by more than one 
team at a time. 

Canmore businessman Fred 
Horbay is the president of the non¬ 
profit society operating the Rockies, 
who plan to play 20 home games in 
Canmore and eight in Banff if the 
same 56-game schedule is in effect 


next season. 

The Rockies were granted a con¬ 
cession by the governors to have 
permission to pursue graduating 
midgets from Lethbridge, Medi¬ 
cine Hat and the Foothills Bisons of 
the Alberta Triple A Midget Hockey 
League until April 1. 

The Canmore application will 
receive the final stamp of approval 
at the league's annual meeting in 
June, if the $50,000 fee is paid.

Are you involved in an organi¬ 
zation that lacks promotion? Do 
you need that extra attention grab 
as a means of enticing prospective 
members to join your organization 
or promotion of events and activi¬ 
ties? I would like to share with you 
some approaches you may wish to 
consider in "promoting your or¬ 
ganization's activities" 

There is always a question about 
how to accomplish the objectives of 
your group and staging of success¬ 
ful programs Well planned and 
well-executed publicity docs more 
than help ensure attendance at meet¬ 
ings It also enhances your organi¬ 
zation's sense of purpose, builds 
pride and createscommunity aware¬ 
ness. Good promotion of your or¬ 
ganization's activities can be one of 
its best assests Whether your or¬ 
ganization has a publicity person, 
promotions committee, consider 
these two important points 1) they 


your group's membership, objec¬ 
tives and accomplishments Your 
objective as promotion person is to 
know what is happening at all times 
Arrange to receive copies of the 
secretary's minutes and important 
committee reports Consult with 
former promotion chairs 

Designing a Promotion Plan - 
There arc lots of different tools you 
can use to inform the community or 
promote activities It takes research 
and some careful evaluation of the 
results to select the right tool for 
each method 

The first step is to decide what 
type of promotion is required for 
your activity. Special events such 
as fundraising, membership drives 
and community activities require a 
broader range of publicity and de¬ 
mand more intensive treatment 
Ongoing events such as upcoming 
meetings can usually be publicized 
by an announcement Both types 
require research A small group 
should never feel compelled to or¬ 
chestrate an expensive high gloss 
campaign, nor should an organiza¬ 
tion ever send out material which 
looks as if it had been thrown to¬ 
gether at the last minute 

Decide what can be done: work 
out a promotion schedule and dis¬ 
cuss it with the executive, complete 
the plan and give copies to the 
executive Remember that the plan 
is a guide only, so you can change 
it as necessary It provides a check¬ 
list to assure that all jobs get done 
Select information carefully by ask¬ 
ing what will be of greatest interest 
to your audience Answer the 5 Ws: 
Who'’ What? Where? When? and 
Why 7 Remember to look for hu¬ 
man interest facts that give your 
story an unusual angle In most 
situations, you will want to spend 
your time focusing on the media 

Over the next few weeks, we 
will discuss dealing with the me¬ 
dia, publicity techniques and tips 1
